— Kentucky Acts 
On Unfair Taxes; 
State Ills Simila

FRANKFORT, Ky.—The Kentucky Legislature has just 
held a special session to do something about the unfair way 
of assessing property for taxation in the various 120 counties. 

And, while it was about it, the State of Kentucky 

is going to see that the local school districts exert 

their best efforts toward raising money locally before 

they ask the State for additional funds. 

While Georgia is considering abandoning property tax 
&S a State source—leaving it to the counties to do a better 
Job of equalizing the tax burden and keeping the proceeds— 
Kentucky has decided to tighten up its administration of 
property tax ass Like Kentucky, Georgia has 
seen locai schoo] groups asking the State for more equaliza- 
tion money when their own property appraisals were too 
low. 

Georgia’s State budget of $108,000,000 larger than 
Kentucky’s $96,000,000. With a slightly smaller population 
than Georgia's 3,000,000 people, Kentucky’s taxpayers pay 
a Slightly smaller per capita cost in State taxes. A Geor- 
£lan pays $37.95, while a Kentuckian pays $36.96. Kentucky 
is a smaller State geographically than Georgia. 

But, Georgia could pick up some $20,000,000 if it 
wished to adopt about four of Kentucky’s taxes. 

For instance, Kentucky has a 3 percent gross receipts 
tax on public utilities. This produces $2,000,000 in Ken- 
tucky. Georgia’s Tax Revision Committee estimates it 
would produce $9,000,000 in Georgia. 

Georgia’s motorists are heavily taxed, but Kentucky goes 
even further. It has a 3 percent “use” tax (really a sales

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tax) on cars the first time they are licensed. That brings 
in $4,000,000 in Kentucky, and probably would bring in 
more in Georfia. 

Kentucky has increased its gasoline tax from 5 cents a 
gallon to 7 cents a gallon. This will raise an additional 
$9,000,000 which will be used entirely on rural] roads. Geor- 
gia’s gas tax is 6 cents. The additional penny would bring 
in another $5,000,000 for Georgia, it is estimated. 


Kentucky issues auto license plates at $5 straight for 
passenger cars, and truck licenses range from $5 to $280. 
The State gets $5,000,000. Georgia’s passenger cars pay $1.50 
on cars weighing 2,500 pounds, and $1 more for each addi- 
tional 500 pounds. Truck tags range from $2.50 to $1,000. 
Georgia gets $4,000,000. 


Property tax, before the strengthening process, 
brings Kentucky $9,000,000 as compared with $6,000,- 
000 for Georgia. The rates are the same—5 mills. 

It was surprising to find that Kentucky—the home of 
horse racing and whiskey distilling—gets less State tax 
income from these two sources combined than Georgia 
makes from its high tax on liquor. Kentucky gets about 
$13,000,000 from liquor, wine and beer, and less than $1,000.- 
000 in taxes on horse racing and parimutuel betting. Georgia 
takes in $16,000,000 in taxes on liquor, wine and beer. Geor- 
ges tax and fees on liquor is $4 a gallon, as compared with 
entucky’s $1.25. 

Like Georgia, Kentucky’s chief sources of revenue 
are taxes from gasoline, income and liquor. 

Since Georgia is getting twice as much from income 
taxes as Kentucky, this State can learn little from the 
Blue Grass country. Georgia’s rates are higher against 
wealthier persons and corporations, and lower against the 
lower income group than are Kentucky’s rates. As result 
of an advertising campaign, Kentucky now is getting as 
many individual returns as Georgia. Georgia collects $30.,- 
000,000 as compared with $15,000,000 in Kentucky. Exemp- 
tions are the same.

Establishment of the chain 
gangs came about really as a hu- 
mane gesture to end an even more 
intolerable situation when Gov 
Hoke Smith succeeded more than 
30 years ago in abolishing the lease 
system. This was a system where 
by convicts were leased to prl- 
vate firms and individuals, many 
of which firms and individuals 
grew wealthy on convict labor. 

When the lease svstem was abol- 
ished, Georgia’~ only State prison 
vas at Milledgeville, and it would 
accomodate only about 200 prison 
ers. When the leased convicts were 
turned back to the State there was 
no place to put them. Therefore, 
the Legislature authorized them to

This posed a problem for the 
Counties. They didn’t have prisons 
to house the convicts either. So, 
in many counties, the old portable 
cages were built. The prisoners 
were housed in them, somewhat 
like animals, and could be trans- 
ported from place to place to work 
on roads. 

The prisoners were kept in 
chains, and the lash was used on 
them freely. And for a while there 
was the custom of placing incor- 
rigibles in stocks, an ancient meth- 
od o. punishment. 

But use of the lash and stocks 
was abolished soon after Hard-| 
wick’s administration.

exact relationship between the ben- 
efits accruing to a piece of prop- 
erty and the amount of taxes it 
pays or should pay, Swanson said. 

Although the use of the property 
tax 1S SO ingrained that it might 
take a generation or two to do 
away with it, a program designed 
to eliminate it should be set up, 
Swanson asserted. In the mean- 
while, State regulation of the tax 
should be such as to eliminate in- 
equalities. Otherwise, it tends to 
gO against its designed effect— 
promotion of good citizenship. It 
deters home ownership and hous- 
ing development, promotes tax 
evasion. Swanson advocated ex- 
cluding from taxation property 
that defies classification: establish- 
ing unlformity of tax administra- 
tion and property assessment, 
Piving the State authority to rule 
upon and supervise local methods 
and rates. 

The personal income tax, Swan- 
son held, is closely related to abil- 
ity to pay; it is exact in its im: 
pact; it is definitely felt and awak- 
ens the citizen to tax conscious- 
ness and desire for responsibility. 
The personal income tax is easy 
in time of adversity. unlike fixed 
taxes. But Swanson warned, it 
should be kept within the limits 
that leave the individual the will 
to make more money, to progress. 
He pointed out that even Social- 
istic England is attempting to find 
relief from depressingly high in- 
come taxes. He advocated more 
funds to tighten up collection. 

Swanson pointed out that 33 
States now derive a_ sizable 
amount of revenue from general 
sales taxes. Nearly al: of the 48 
tax some sales. 

He warned that careful consid- 
eration of methods and of exemp- 
tions should be given the sales tax 
so that it could be lifted in times 
of depression, and so that the mer- 
chant might not be overburdened 
in its collection. Swanson said the 
should include as 
many people as possible without 
cutting into subsistence funds; 
that realization of taxes would 
make people more conscious of 
the need for economical govern- 
ment, less likely to demand hand- 
outs they must themselves pay 
for. 

Georgia imposes on business in- 
come, license and privilege, capi- 
tal stock and property taxes, 
Swanson said, among many other 
lesser levies. After paving fees to 
cover the right to do business, 
many corporations are taxed again 
and again for doing business, he 
‘pointed out. 


Swanson asserted that lgsiness 
is the American way of organiz- 
ing economic activity and produc- 
tion. Penalties to it, he pointed 
out, are penalties to the founda- 
tion of the American economic 
society. Income taxes on corpora- 
tions, he said, are in the end taxes 
upon the individuals whose ability 
and money make it go, even 
though they pay income taxes sep- 
arately. He held the ability to pay 
theory irrelevant to businss. 

Since most of business must in- 
clude taxes in its costs, the tax 
ultimately comes back to the indi- 
‘vidual buying its services or prod- 
‘uct, Swanson said. It is, therefore, 
‘a duplication of effort and an in- 
‘efficiency in the main.

We are finding more and more as we 
go into this education question that those 
school systems which are faring best, and 
which show the greatest promise, are in 
commu.iities possessing an aroused and 
determined citizenry. 

This is not to say that all school prob- 
lems can be solved at the local level. But 
@ great many of them can—as a number 
of communities have demonstrated. 

We do not think it becoming in any 
County Board of Education to sit down 
and helplessly wring its hands over the 
plight of its schools. Especially is that 
true of those counties—and there are 43 
of them in Georgia—which fail to levy 
the maximum, or normal, school tax rate 
of 15 mills.

short of needs by about $1,500,000 next 
year. If business trends continue down- 
ward and State revenues decrease the 
shortage may become as much as $3,000.- 
000. Georgia schools need every penny 
that is their just due. 

That is why we agree fully with the 
decision of the State Board of Education 
to withhold money in the school equal- 
ization fund from those counties. There is 
no reason why taxpayers in 43 counties 
should be subsidized by taxpayers in other 
counties. All must pay their fair share. 
Georgia is not rich enough to support free 

eriders. 

And perhaps the action of the State 
Board will stir an awakening that will put 
local pressure behind a drive for better 
schools. That would, indeed, be a hearten- 
ing result.

Ain Old Finding Reatfirmed 


In enlightened New Jersey, home of 
the nation’s most drastic laws against 
racial discrimination, six Negroes have 
been condemned to die for a murder 
which witnesses say was committed by 
only three. None of the six positively 
has been identified as a participant in 
the crime. Conviction was based on “con- 
fessions” which came after four days and 
five nights of police grilling. Five of the 
six cannot read or write. They signed 
their X to the confessions. 

In Vermont, which also takes delight 
in looking down its long New England nose 
at the South, three penniless war veterans 
are facing possible life imprisonment be- 
cause they can’t pay court judgment 
debts. If we learned our fourth-grade his- 
tory well, that is one reason the forebears 
of present Vermonters, and Georgians, too, 
left the England of George III. It has 
been our understanding that civilized so- 
cieties abolished such laws more than a 
hundred years ago—even before human 
slavery came into disrepute. 

In Philadelphia, home of the righteous 
Quakers, a six-judge Federal! Court has re- 
fused to extradite to Georgia a convicted 
slayer on the grounds that Georgia chain- 
gangs are “barbaric.” Chaingangs were 
abolished in Georgia in 1938. 

We have no way of knowing, of course, 
what are the political aspirations of the 
five judges out of six who voted against 
extradition. The Negro vote in Philadel- 
phia, however, is considerable. | 

It is our feeling, though, that Federal 
judges who have sworn to uphold the Con- 


we 
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stitution should, in all fairness, go back 
and read it sometime. We call particular 
attention of these judges to Article IV, 
Section 2, paragraph 2: “A person charged 
in any State with treason, felony or other 
crime, who shall flee from justice and be 
found in another State, shall, on demand 
of the Executive authority of the State 
from which he fled, be delivered up, to be 
removed to the State having jurisdiction 
of the crime.” 

We submit that it would be pretty dif- 
ficult for any court which can read to mis- 
construe such an explicit passage from the 
fundamental law of the land. 

If Georgia prisoners are victims of in- 
human treatment then plainly the Federal 
Courts having jurisdiction in this State 
have been derelict in their duty. For the 
Eighth Amendment specifically prohibits 
“cruel and unusual” punishments. 

In the absence of any action or sug- 
gestion of action in the Federal Courts 
properly concerned, however, we must as- 
sume that there is no valid ground for 
complaint and that Georgia is on par, at 
least, with Vermont, which jails debtors 
as they did in the eighteenth century, and 
New Jersey, which convicts six defend- 
ants when only three persons were at the 
scene of the crime. 

To us benighted, barbaric Southerners 
there is a touch of grim humor in these 
incidents. And in our own naive way we 
can only smile and chalk up some more 
scores by our conclusion of long ago that 

wrongdoing too often depends on where 
it is found.

Be- 
cause Clay told Constitution Columnist Gladstone 
Williams he was flattered by such talk but that 
he has no intention of running for Governor or 
being drafted into the race.

We thought we saw, in the States during 
the war, just how much durability our auto- 
mobile manufacturers had learned to put 
into their cars. We bragged of our seven, 
eight and nine-year-old models which ran as 
good as new. But that five-year stretch 
during which no new cars were built was 
only a brief, trial run compared to the 
careers of some of the venerable models 
you see everywhere here. 


It has been, as I recall, a little better than 
20 years since Henry Ford made his last Mode! T. 
You still see that old familiar hood occasion- 
ally in the States but most of the time the body 
is gone and the fenders are remnants of rust. 
Down here you come across a dozen or so a 
day, their black paint unscratched, looking very 
much as they did the day they were driven 
out of the showroom. 

The answer, of course, lies in the upkeep. 
Cars have always been expensive here and labor, 
until recently, cheap. The result has been that, 
when the Argentine got himself an automobile, 
he also got himself a chauffeur. 

The latter, being a professional man of some 
standing, took great pride in his work. Not 
only was the “coche” kept in top running order, 
but also its finish was religiously preserved. 
Every car had a garage; a lot of them had 
tailored covers which were placed over them, in 
addition. Despite this, most machines were gone 
over each morning with a feather duster—as 
universal an accessory here as the spare tire in

at intersections. They are the canvas-topped, 


the States—and chauffeurs spent their time, 
waiting for their employers, in polishing the 
hood and lenses. 


Body repair shops here do remarkable 
jobs. But then, they get enough practice. 
An Argentine would no more think of leav- 
ing a dent in his fender than he would a 
hole in the seat of his pants. As a conse- 
quence, the Argentine automobile is some- 
thing like the deacon’s one-horse shay—built 
in such a logical way that nothing wears 
out first. As soon as something goes wrong, 
it is fixed. There is never a thought of 
letting it go. Perhaps that explains the 
paucity here of the junk yard, so ubiquitous 
in the States. 


The same is as true of trucks and planes as 
it is for automobiles. You rarely see a chain- 
drive truck in the States any more. There are 
many of them here. The other day I was talk- 
ing to a U. S. ordnance officer who is stationed 
here in an advisory capacity to the Argentine 
air force. 

“They've got some bombers made in 1928,” 
he said, “which they still fly every day. If it 
weren’t for their lines, you’d think they were 
delivered yesterday, they keep them in such good 
repair. What’s more, they make all their re 
placement parts themselves. They have to. Thé 
company which built them long since went out 
of business.” 

I haven’t seen a Stanley Steamer or an Ap- 
person Jack Rabbit yet. But I’m still looking. 
If there was ever one here, it’s still in good 
running order. Of that I am certain.

They Want a Fairer Deal 


COLUMBUS—Georgia’s business and professional women, who work for a liv: 
ing and like it, are moving, along with millions of other employed women, into 
a program to support members of their sex for appointment to governmental pol- 


icy making boards, to provide more job security, 


remove restrictive legislation 


and, in short, to give the ever-increasing number of female workers a fairer deal 


in the game of business. 


They admit that up to now they have been their own worst press agents, 


a fact confirmed by Mrs. Lillian Majally, Associate Field Director of the National Federation of 
Business and Professional Women, who has sat in meetings at Columbus for two days while the Geor- 


gia delegates met for womanlike forums and 
conferences. 

Helen Smothers Knight, Georgia B&PW 
President and Executive Director of the Christian 
Fellowship Association here, has charted 300 
visitors’ to the Columbus sessions, noting in her 
annual report an increase of 200 new members 
and many new clubs. 

In 2 maod of complete honesty the State 
rederation has been praised for its good 
works, including the active support of such 
legislation as the successful premarital health 
bill, and has been chided for its lip-service 
to the more controversial! bill suggesting 
women on juries in Georgia. 


“If you had sincerely supported it,” said Miss 


Johnnie Hilbun, President of the Georgia League 
of Women Voters, “it would have been passed. 


Let us admit you didn’t really get behind it.” 
The business and professional clubs, far more 

politics than most organizations 

and more dedicated to participation in it, have 


made a virtual requirement of membership the 


reregistration of each member. 

A new national program will divide the mem- 
bership into five “mechanics” committees, includ- 
ing vocational and education, safety and health, 
public affairs, international affairs and legisla- 
tion, with realistic emphasis on goals needed in 
each community and within reach. For exam- 
ple, each organization will pe urged to make a 
business survey and community analysis, discov- 
ering what the lacks and assets of each neigh- 
borhood may be, and planning action to over- 


come them.

One of the most promising projects will deal 
with research to discover the part-time working 
needs of women in homes and plans to provide 
and support sheltered workshops, home employ- 
ment, discovering new markets for products to 
finance needy families where mothers are the 
main financial support. 

Nationally, the B&PW supports the controver- 
sial “equal amendments” bill, protested by such 
organizations as the League of Women Voters, 
who favor State “protective” legislation. Miss 
Majally remarked here that too often protective 
legislation is restrictive and even prejudicial to 
women, citing as an example those States where 
laws prohibit their working more than eight 
hours a day, thus cutting them out of many 
jobs where occasional overtime is necessary. 

The business and professional women are go- 
ing into the matter of Social Security laws pretty 
thoroughly nationally and we will be hearing 
more about them later. 


Meanwhile, the membership here has 
been urged to help other women in their 
offices and professions to avoid and erase the 
old traitorous propaganda that women are 
difficult bosses and irresponsible executives. 
They have been advised that the helping 
hand to others will actually become a line 
for strength and recognition in employment 
of women. 


These suggestions will be implemented in the 
“attitudes” clinics that will be set up as part of 
the educational and vocational program, one of 
the most purposeful groups in the entire plan- 
ning for 1949-50.

The Home of the Indians 


CLEVELAND, Ga.—Now we know where the Cleveland Indians came from: that 
is from White County, Georgia. We’ve seen the mounds built by their ancestors and 
the plateau in Nacoochee Valley where the Green Corn dances were held. We've 
eaten their maize, fished in their streams and, frankly, -we don’t know why they 
ever allowed those white settlers to push them out. 


ou want to be literal about the whole thing, it was a Cherokee tribe who lived in 
the shadow of Mount Yonah, and their removal took place in 1830 under the supervision of Gen. Win- 


field Scott. 

Nacoochee Valley, lying there at the foot of 
Tray Mountain, and Saddle and Yonah, is so 
breathtakingly beautiful that you couldn't blame 
any inhabitants, whatever their race, fo: want- 
ing to keep it to themselves and shut out the 
rest of the world. “Picturesque” and “quaint” 
were the adjectives used by early visitors for 
description of the mountain folk. City people, 
charmed by sunbonnets, corncob pipes and the 
sight of women washing clothes in a rocky brook, 
were prone to want to keep such quaintness in- 
tact. But those adjectives have become suspect: 
almost always they obscure marginal income. ex- 
hausting labor, meager educational facilities and 
in genera) a life of severe hardship. But the men 
and women who endured it were fine, strong, 
sturdy. 


Today their children who inherited the 
peace and beauty have achieved prosperity in 
the valley as well. When the gold mines 
played out, asbestos was discovered: when 
timber was an ebbing industry new ones such 
as poultry-raising and a gladiolus farm were 
begun; one man bought a tractor and makes 
a living by operating it for his neighbors. 


There is a children’s home at Starlight, the 
roperty of Mr. and Mrs. Tinius. She was a 
alley girl who married an Iowa printer. When 

his health failed, they brought their family back 
to the Valley and restored the house which had 
fallen into acute disrepair. 


The famous Nacoochee Schoo] has been of 
immense help not only to the young people, but to 
the Valley men, who build brooders in its work- 
shop, repair plows and other farm machinery, 
and to the women, Negroes from Bean Cree’: and 
whites alike, who can or preserve in the home 
economics kitchen. 

“It is almost a model community,” said Mrs. 
Oliver Howard, former librarian and instructor 
at Carnegie Library School, of Atlanta, who has 
made her home here for many years. “The Ne- 
groes of Bean Creek are of an exceptionally high 
type; one of them sometimes employs a white 
man ause by working that way both get the 
benefits.” 

Another well-known Southern libarian, 
Miss Charlotte Templeton, has bought and re- 
stored “Hilltop.” which was a famous hos- 
telry for South Georgians several decades ago. 
We stood on its terrace where the original 
ewner had read the Emancipation Proclama- 
tien to 10 slaves and given them their free- 
dom. 

Mrs. Jessie Lumsden and her sisters told us 
stories of the early settlers, of the cheese factory 
that ence stood on top of Tray Mountain, tales 
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of Indians, the legend that Sequoia (son of an In- 
dian woman and a German peddler) was born 
not far away. They described the famous Indian 
mound near the highway that had contained not 
only a council chamber, but underneath relics 
of an earlier race, larger, more skilled. Those 
relics are now in the Heve Museum, New York, 
and in the Smithsonian Institution in Washing- 
ton. Sherwood’s “Gazeteer” has a chapter on 
them, but he is uncertain whether to attribute 
them to De Soto’s Spaniards or to Lief Erikkson’s 
Danes, who visited America in the eleventh cen- 
tury. 

So full of legends is the valley that the 
historian will be glad to see that broad new 
highway being constructed through it to con 
nect Hiawassee and Clayton. More of its 
past lore will become known and its present 
beauty become known to more visitors. 

The near-by enterprising town of Cleveland— 
if won a Better Home towns contest last Au- 
tumn—is ready for them, too, with new, com- 
pletely equipped cottages overiooking the falls 
of the Tesnatee and a restaurant whose food is 
absolutely superb. There’s a 65-acre lake with 
fish in it—although there are five fewer than 
before my visit—and fo: company just call on 
Mr. Jim Davison, the Editor, or Mr. Gus Yorke, 
County Agricultural Agent. They'll tell you about 
the Ccurthouse built by slaves of hand-made 
brick a century ago and never paid for. about 
the early Scots settlers, rhododendrons or deer. 
And if you are smart vou'll look up “Pop” Lacey, 
who might invite you to eat chicken and rice 
with him, cooked by himself

Despite efforts by some people to pass off the 
South’s dissatisfaction with the NCAA insanity 
code as so much hot air, the fact remains that 
officials of the Southeastern, Southern and South- 
west Conferences aren’t meeting here next Satur- 
day merely to renew old acquaintances. 

The meeting itself is proof of Dixie’s unhappiness over the sit- 
uation and if more is needed, the written announcements of the 
meeting included in the list of topics to be discussed this question: 
“Can the three conferences withdraw (from NCAA) and combine 
and successfully conduct an athletic program?” 

It is quite true that no open revolt is likely to come out 

of the meeting, if for no other reason than the time for such 

action would be at a NCAA gathering and not at a private 

conference such as will be held Saturday. 

But it is equally true that such a revolt would come about if 
the majority of the coaches had their way about it. They are tired 
of hypocrisy, weary of having to do things that are against their 
principles as gentlemen; in short, ill at the stomach over the whole 


lousy mess. 

What Chance? But what chance do the coaches have of get- 
° ting their way about it? Apparently not very 

much, because many of their presidents and athletic directors are 

reluctant to make such a step because of adverse publicity and 

charge of “professionalism” which certainly would be hurled in 

their direction. 

Therefore, the main thing that the coaches are hoping 
will stem from the Atlanta meeting is a move which will 
succeed in getting the NCAA, at its meeting next January, to 
recognize and approve athletic scholarships as such. 

In other words, it’s the same old bogey—why can’t you 
grant a scholarship for athletic ability as well as for musical, 
scholastic and other talents? 

This is a question which has never been 
torily, despite howls of “professionalism” and 
which come from the pure in heart of the football world.

It was high time for this aerial 
action, and barring another series 
of wet week-ends which delayed 
it by at least three weeks, surface 
fighting with bass will furnish) 
fishermen their finest sport of the 
year through June. 

Whether it was this sudden 
opportunity to discipline a bass 
in full view, or whether it was 
just renewed interest in fishing, 
fishermen dumped a full string 
into the question box. One of 
the most common concerned 
“how to handle a topwater bait.” 


There are many ways of hand-) 
ling the plunking, darting and 
popping baits. Too many to dis 
cuss here, but if casters will re 
member that over 90 percent of 
them observed in recent years fish 
their surface baits twice too fast, 
they'll be on their way toward 
more action. Another thing to try 
is variation of speed and distance. 
Sometimes the big ones will strike 
@ vigorous bait. Next time they 
prefer to charge a faint tease. 


Take Your Time 


Above everything, convince 
yourself that your present cast, 
with your bait on the water, 15 
more important than your next 
cast. Too many of us try to hurry 
the bait in for the next try. Both 
fly and bait casters are equally 
guilty. This is the surest way to 
take it away from a fish that 
might be making up his mind, and others are planned, inclt 
an almost certain way to return derby and all-age tests.

Cook Frozen Foods Quick! 


Frozen foods should be cooked 
quickly after they are taken 
from the freezer locker, or the 
bacteria that survive the low 
temperature of the storage lock- 
er will multiply and cause rapid 
deterioration of the food.

Eskimo Custom Foreruns 
Food Preservation Method 


By keeping an eye on the Eskimo, 


“more civilized” men 


learned one of the most important steps in preserving perish- 


able foods by freezing. 

Scientist Clarence Birdseye on 
a trip to Labrador noted the Es- 
kimo custom of leaving surplus 
fish, quickly frozen by the Arctic 
cold, outside the igloo for a few 
days before cooking. When fina! 
ly thawed and eaten, he noted, 
they were as delicious as any 
fresh fish. 

Birdseye realized that merely 
low temperatures were not enough 
to keep the fish-in this perfect 
state of preservation. The freez- 
ing aust be done rapidiy, he 
noted, and to him goes the creda- 
it for introducing this important 
step in the modern food freezing 
process. 

It was not that man hadn't 
known for many years that cold 
preserves food. Even the cave 
man knew this fact, according to 
evidence found in his ancient habi 
tat. It was in a later period in 
history that men cut blocks of ice 
from clear ponds in the Winter 
and stored them in the ground to 
be used for preserving food in the 
hot Summertime. 

Fish have been frozen on a com- 
‘mercial scale since the end of the 
‘War Between the States and be 
fore that fishermen used “weath- 
er freezing,” a process used in the 
colder areas of the country where- 
by the fish were allowed to stay 
00 et ee eee 


cial freezing of fish was done by 
placing them in covered pans sur- 
rounded by ice and salt. 

By 1880, ammonia refrigerating 
machines were used and in 1839 
the startling experiment of freez- 
ing 100 five-gallon cans of eggs 
was accomplished. The eggs were 
out of their shells, as the shells 
will crack when frozen. 

By 1905, the freezing of small 
fruits for jams, preserves, jellies, 
pies and ice cream was launched 
in the Eastern United States and 
the berries of the Pacific North- 
west were being frozen by 1910. 

It was not until 1929 that the 
commercial freezing of vegetables 
began. Under the quick-freezing 
process, tissue damage, oxidation, 
fermentation and organic growth 
are reduced to a minimum and 
tLe frozen food is essentially the 
same when thawed as it was when 
put into the freezer. 

America’s vast frozen food in- 
dustry of today has developed rap 
idly since the 20s with the com 
mercial freezer followed by the 
frozen food locker and then by 
the farm and home freezer. 

Thousands of freezer units have 
been sold, particulafly in the years 
following the close of the last war 
and all over the country these 
freezer units are being hailed as 
woman’s ayers from house-

Home freezing is such a simple 
process we are likely to become 
careiess in preparing and packag. 
ing foods for freezing. 

Here are some do’s and don'ts 
for proper. freezing of foods. 


Select food of good quality. 
Freezing does not improve but will 
retain the quality. Fruits and 
vegetables of good quality, picked 
at the proper stage of maturity or 
degree of ripeness, are at their 
best for freezing. 

Do not delay preparation for 
freezing. “Quick from harvest to 
freezer” is a good rule to follow. 

Prepare foods in small quan 
tities. Don’t prepare too large a 
quantity at a time. You will find, 
that foods that discolor by oxida-| 
tion can be prepared successfully | 
through speed in handling and by | 
preparing small quantities at a) 
time. 
Package or wrap foods for 
freezing: Always wrap or pack-| 
age food in moisture-vapor-proof | 
material. Flavor and appearance | 
of food are often sacrificed 
through improper packaging. 

Label all cartons and packages 
correctly, giving full description of 
contents and date placed in the) 
freezer. Keep an inventory record | 
of foods frozen and removals s0| 
that you will know at all times the. 
exact contents of your freezer. 

Freeze foods immediately. Do 
not hold cartons of foods at room 
temperature longer than is neces-| 
sary. If you are taking food to 
the locker, place each carton, as it 
fs prepared, in your household) 
freezer until all are ready; then 
take them directly to your locker

Power failure won't hurt frozen 
foods. 

Tests by students in the Food 
Technology Department, Univer- 
sity of Georgia, show that a well-) 
constructed freezer cabinet should 
keep food below freezing for two 
to five days after power failure if 
the cabinet is not opened often 

Interruptions of electrical ser 
vice rarely last more than a few 
hours under normal circumstances 
—and thus the home freezer con 
tinues to preserve foods. 

Students in the Food Tech 
nology Department also are learn 
ing that top quality frozen foods 
are the result of “knowledge anc 
comon sense applied all along the 
path from the field to the freezer 
to the family table.” 

They are learning thet gener 
ally the more rapidly foods freeze. 
the better thev will be when con 
sumed. 

Food is frozen for two reasons: 

1. To slow down normal, chemi 
eal breakdown. 

2. To stop micro-organisms from 
spoiling food 

Roughly speaking, the life of 
food is prolonged about two times 
for each drop of 18 degree Fah- 
renheit. Most microbial growth 
ceases at 40 degrees but the lower 
the storage temperature, the 
longer the food remains at high 
quality level. Similarly, the 
quicker it is frozen after harvest- 
ing and the sooner it is prepared 
after thawing, the better it is be 
cause there is less time for de 
teriorative chemical and bacterio- 
logical changes to occur. 


Quick-Chill Beverages 
During Party Seasons 


During party seasons the freezer 
unit can be utilized to quickly 
chill a case of beverages. The 
bottled beverages must not be al- 
lowed to go too near the freezing 
point, however. 

Salads can be quickly chilled in 
the unit, too,-when no space is 
available in the refrigerator.

This meal emphasizes the wide 
adaptability of a large number of 
Georgia food products to preserva- 
tion by freezing. Dr. J. G. Wood- 
roof. head of the Food Processing 
Department at the Georgia Ex- 
periment Station, and his staff 
prepared and served this all- 
frozen-food meal to spotlight the 
progress made in this field. 

At least 60 foods which can be 
produced in Georgia are suitable 
for freezing. However, Dr. Wood- 
roof explains that not all these 
foods are available in all parts of 
the State. “It is unusual if more 
than 10 or 12 foods can be eco- 
nomically produced in any given 
section. As a rule, soils and Cll- 
mates suited to vegetables are not 
best for many fruits,” Dr, Wood-

Suitable Fruits 


Most fruits are suitable for pre 
servation bv freezing. Pears and 
unch grapes are the only fruit: 
common to Georgia not recom- 
mended for freezing.

Those which he gives a rating of 
ood are blackberries apples, dew- 
es, and peaches.

These include apple, dewberry, 
‘aspberry, strawberry, and grape.

Most meats are excellent for 
freezing. These include beef, pork, 
lamb and mutton, fish, shrimp, 
pork, chicken, duck, turkey, quail, 
doves and veal. However, hams 
and bacon should be cured and 
not frozen. 

Other foods which may be froz 
en are sweet cream, butter, eggs 
and precooked dishes’ such 
Brunswick stew, meat stew, « 
ed chicken and turkey 3akery 
products may also be frozen if 
properly prepared and wrapped 

Manv foods are unsuitable 
freezing because it imp flavor, 
destroys crispness, or they are bet- 
ter suited for preservation by oth 
er methods. These include canta- 
loupe, celery, cumbers, lettuce, 
green onions parsley, 
green pepper, watermelons, 
chokes, cabbage, he hot 
per and Irish toes, 


Advantages Cited 


Dr. W oodroof believes that freeZ 
ing foods has many advantages. 
He explains that fresh vegetables 
are available out of season 
through the use of frozen foods. 
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Dinners 


He says, “Freezing makes it pos- 
sible to serve fresh strawberries, 
figs, okra, lima beans, Spring fry- 
ers or other seasonal foods over 
a period of several months rather 
than within-a few weeks. It pro- 
vides a means for individual fami- 
lies to have a wider variety of 

nutritious foods, in better 
condition, over a longer time. In 
this way, the basi¢ food needs of 
the family should be more ade- 
quately met. 

“Since freezing is accepted as a 
satisfactory, sanitary and economi- 
cal means of preserving foods, it 
is of special interest to rural and 
suburban people. Though Georgia 
grows a wide diversity of crops, 
there is a constant change from 
tines of plenty to times of scar- 
cify in a particular commodity. 
Freezing foods should go far in 
balancing the periods of supply 
and demand of fresh foods. This 
is especially true of highly perish- 
able fruits, vegetables, meats and 
poultry.

Rules a Must’

Frozen Food Budget 


The siz f a home freezing unit

The Food Processing Depart 
ment at the Georgia Experiment 
Station recently worked out a gen 
eral frozen food budget for fami 
lies of three and six members. 


In Georgia, where home gardens 
are numerous and home canning 
is common, a six-cubic-foot home 
unit or one commercial locker will 
fill the needs of a family of three 
A family of six needs a 12-cubic- 
foot home unit or two lockers 
Proportionately more space i: 
needed for large families 

About 1,500 pounds of food can 
be frozen per year by a family of 
six with a 12-cubic-foot home unit 
This is about one tenth of the 
total food consumed by such a 
family. 

Food technologists at the Experi- 
ment Station believe this goal can 
be -reached easily by regular de. 
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Butter Cake Batter 
From Yolks Freezable 


Enterprising kitchen Managers 
have learned to make butter cakes 
from the egg yolks left after mak-

As a rough guide to the right 
size, an average 5 or 6 cubic feet 
for each person in the family is 
suggested. But right size depends 
a great deal on the way the freezer 
will be used. A city or suburban 
family, using it mostiv for storing 
commercially frozen food and ice 
cream, may need only 1 or 2 cubic 
feet per person, whereas a farm 
family, freezing much of its yearly 
need 10 to 12 cubic feet per person 
A cubic foot holds about 30 to 35 
pounds of food. 

It is better to overestimate than 
to underestimate. The trend of de 
mand in both freezers and refrig- 
erators is toward larger sizes be- 
cause families are coming*’to ap- 
preciate more and more the ad 
vantages of refrigerated and frozen 
storage for food. Moreover, the 
larger size freezers cost less per 
cubic foot than the smaller sizes. 

Electric consumption by a home 
freezer varies with its size, use 
and location in the house. A 10- 
cubic foot freezer, under average 
conditions, requires about 90 kilo 
watt hours a month. This figure, 
multiplied by the electric rate,

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A modern development of the 
ever-popular home canning jar is 
fast becoming one of the most 
wicely used containers for frozen 
foods. 


This new type of container is 
made of sturdy glass and will 
withstand extreme cold or extreme 
heat. When the simple directions 
are followed it will last indefinite- 
iv, and thus eliminate the neces- 
sity of buving new containers each 
time, 

The jar is sealed by 
a screw cap which has 
rubber ring. A twist of the wrist 
makes leakproof and airtight. 
No sealing compounds or tapes are 
required. 

‘Unlike the familiar canning jar, 
these new freezer jars have no 
shoulder or inward bulge at the 
top. They are cylindrical in shape, 
so that the bottom is 
shightly smaller than the opening. 
This makes it easv to remove the 
entire contents of a jar by merely; 
thawing the part touching the 
glass, then taking off the cap anda 
inverting the jar, whereupon the 
frozen food will slide like 
a mould of jelly.

Q. Is it absolutely necessary to 
scald vegetables before freezing? 

A. Research has proven that 
frozen vegetables which have not 
been scalded will not retain their 
color, flavor and vitamin content 
over a month or two.

A. Yes, but as they do not stack 
as well, care must be taken to 
avoid breakage, and more head 
room should be allowed for expan- 
sion of food.

Q. Can 
juice and 
frozen?

Q. What causes peaches to turn 
dark? Can this be prevented? 

A. Exposure to the air during 
preparation or thawing of light-col- 
ored fruits causes oxidization 
which creates a darkening of col 
or. This can be prevented by 
working quickly with small 
amounts of fruit, keeping fruit 
covered during thawing or by pre- 
treating fruit with an antiexidant. 

Q. Is it true that freezing ten- 
derizes meat? 

A. Yes, 10-20%. But do not ex- 
pect a tough cut of meat to be- 
come delicately tender after freez- 
ing. Remember, freezing does not 
perceptibly change the flavor or 
quality of foods. Therefore, only 
prime quality, fully ripe foods in 
perfect condition should be chosen 
for freezing 

Q. Why should most of the 
bones be femoved from meats be- 
fore freezing, and what should be 
done with them? 

A. To conserve valuable space 
in your home freezer, it is wise 
to bone meat before freezing. Don’t 
discard the bones. The bones will 
make delicious stock which you 
can drain, chill and freeze, or 
make into your favorite soup and 
freeze for future use. 

Q. How about smoked hams and 
bacon, can they be frozen? Is it 
practical? 

A. Yes. Freezing smoked ham 
and bacon is practical because 
they will keep longer frozen, and 
a milder cure can be used. 


Q. Can poultry be stuffed ready 
for baking and then frozen? Is it 
practical? 

A. Yes, but longer time must be 
allowed to thaw before cooking.

What Is Spring Tide? 


By DR. GERALD WENDT 
Editorial Director, Science Mlustrated 


What is “Spring tide?” 


Most people think that the “Spring tide” comes only at this 
time of the year. The truth is that it comes every two weeks: 
when the moon is full and when it is new. The pull of grav- 
ity—from the moon and sun on the oceans—causes the tides. 
At new and full moon the tidal action of both sun and moon 
is exerted on the same side of the earth and causes higher 
tides than usual. The opposite effect is produced when the 
earth is directly between the moon and the sun (at first and 
last quarters of the moon). In the latter case, the tidal pulls 
of the sun and the moon are from opposite directions and, there- 
fore, cancel out. A minimum tide known as the “neap tide” 
results. 


Why is television reception limited to a radius up to the 
horizon? 


Both television and radio waves radiate from their transmit- 
ters in straight lines similar to light rays. Because the earth 
is curved, straight lines extended horizontally from any point 
on the globe go off into space after they reach the horizon. 
Long radio waves, however, are reflected back to earth by an 
upper layer of the atmosphere which is electrified by the 
sun. The short television rays, unfortunately, pass through 
this layer and are lost in space.

try had reached a saturation point 
of more than a million and a quar- 
ter units, whereas it took 20 years 
for the refrigerator industry to 
reach the million mark.

Dr. Woodruff stressed the im- 
portance of freezing the farmer’s 
surplus produce to be used at later 
dates, stating that many products 
would double in value within a 
period of months. 

Mrs. Fox, the home economist, 
was quick to show how the house- 
wife could save materially by buy- 
ing in large quantities. 

“There are many families which 
cannot eat a roast or turkey within 
several days. This results in waste 
which could be saved by freezing 
the leftovers to be used at a late 
date. 

“And that’s nothing but pure 
down common sense,’ the home 
economist stated.

they manage to push him out of 
office in the 1950 governor’s race. 
He barely skinned by last Novem- 
ber. although President Truman 
lost the State. 

Relations between Mr. Truman 
and Bowles seem now to be friend- 
ly. Bowles probably would like to 
forget now that he went on a na- 
tional hookup last Spring to de- 
clare that the President’s chances 
of election were “slim to the dis- 
appearing point” and to add that 
“the Democratic Party cannot and 
will not unite behind the Presi- 
dent.” 

Despite this

false start, there 
is no apparent feeling in the Ad- 
ministration camp that Bowles 
didn’t do his best for Mr. Truman 
n the Connecticut campaign last 
Fall. 

Thus if Mr. Truman doesn’t run 
himself he might not have to 
stretch a point to include the 48- 
vear-old Governor on any list of 
those acceptable to him. 

Bowles geographical position 
generally is regarded as a draw- 
back. The New England Electoral 
College vote is small. 

Bowles’ own State casts only 

eight votes. New York has 47 
and Pennsvivania 35. But Bowles’ 
friends point to Mr. Truman and 
his 15 Missouri electoral votes as 
evidence that times and political 
thinking have changed. 
As one of the founders of 
Americans for Democratic Action, 
the Connecticut Governor pretty 
well represents a line of thinking 
that has some outstanding, if not 
materially large, backing within 
the Democratic Party. 

As far as he can make himself. 
he is an exponent of the Roosevelt 
New Deal and Roosevelt ideas. As 
a small demonstration, he was the 
first Connecticut Governor to 


name a woman and a Negro to 


his staff. 

As a Government official dur- 
ing the war, Bowles was on the 
Internationalist side, although he 
was not directly involved in fur- 
nishing the answers to most for- 
eign questions. 

In 1940, as a New York Adver- 
ising Executive, Bowles was 
listed as a member of the America 
First organization which then was 
urging the United States to stop 
sending aid to Great Britain. 

He dismisses that by saying that 
his relationship with America 
First was predicated largely on 
friendship with its director. 

As Price Administrator, Bowles 
won the enmity of a large slice of 
Congress. He said when he first 
went into the OPA in 1943 “Ne 
sensible man would seek a job of 
this kind.” 

Some of that old opposition to 
Bowles would be almost certain 
to rise again in a Democratic Con- 
vention. 

Labor always has liked Bowles. 
He began his public career by 
loading the Connecticut State OPA 
Staff, of which he was the Di- 
rector, with something like 150 
labor representatives 


He has a 75-cent State Minimum 
Wage Law in his Connecticut 
platform. He has long advocated 
low cost housing and increasing 
old age pensions. 

Early in 1948, when it looked 
like there might be a depression, 
Bowles was talking about tax cuts 
and retaining rent controls and 
‘was plugging for a National 
Health Insurance Plan.

The main reason for this customary age dif. 
ference hetween husband and v lje Is the fact 
that many American boys in their early 20s 
the time when a girl begins to think seriously 
of marriage—are not yet well enough establisheq 
to support a wife and so the girl chooses an 
older man.

Women today have a life expectancy that js 
approximately five years more than that of men, 
and by that ability to outlive them have, in 
effect, proven themselves to be the stronger sex.

Is there anything a woman can do to help 
her husband withstand the wear and tear of 
everyday living a little better?

1. Avoid family quarrels that keep your hus- 
band under constant emotional strain. 

2. Be sympathetic and understanding about 
his business problems. 

3. Refrain from making excessive financia] 
demands that may add too much of an economic 
burden. 

4. Encourage a visit’ to the family physician 
when it seems probable that anxiety is causing 
the headaches, digestive upsets high blood pres- 
sure oer other physical symptoms which mav 
lead to chronic disease. 

3. After middle age a periodic medical check- 
up should be’ made every six months, even though 
there are no distressing symptoms. The onset 
of many diseases in older persons is not accom- 
panied by warning pain, or easily detected. 

6. Féed your husband well-balanced meals.

An actor who worked with her admitted 
that when they met on the first day of shooting, 
he was convinced she was a snob.

“Some people can’t do a two-bit favor with- 
out the grand air of handing you half the world.

She’s positively furtive 
when she's being generous.” 

With that same anonymity, Miss. Arthuf 
cloaks her contributions to charitable organiza- 
tions and educational institutions. 

Hollywood is frank to say it doesn't under- 
stand the star.

While on the Paramount lot in the late 1920s, 
she met Frank Ross, Jr., a handsome young 
singer, who later returned to New York when 
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the studio failed to pick up his option. Miss 
Arthur, dissatisfied with her movie roles, went 
back to New York, too, and there she and Ross 
renewed their acquaintance. 

They were married June 11, 1932, in Forest 
Hills, N. Y. The actress’ next fling at Holly- 
wood, two years later, led to her reign as Queen 
of Comedy. 

In 1944, when her career was at its peak, 
she announced she wasn’t going to make any 
more pictures for some time. 

She kept her word. 

The next year she surprised everyone by 
signing to appear as a “dumb blonde who gets 
education” in “Born Yesterday,” a play by Gar- 
son Kanin. The show tried out outside New 
York, with the script calling for Miss Arthur's 
use of a few words unsavory to her. She blue- 
penciled the words and apparently also herself, 
for when the play opened in New York in Janu- 
ary, 1946, she had bowed out. A doctor's state- 
ment that she suffered from a stomach ailment 
was the published reason. 

In February, 1947, three years after she 
left the screen, Miss Arthur demonstrated her 
constant ability to amaze by agreeing to appear 
in Paramount’s “A Foreign Affair,”’ to be made 
in the fall.

After the 
birth of a son, Dudley, the young mother com- 
plained that Carter’s relatives had made her a 
prisoner in the huge townhouse and was given 
permission, and $10,000, to make a trip to 
urope 

On her return she sued for divorce on the 
grounds of cruelty, contending her husband had 
struck her. Leslie Carter countered with a com- 
plaint charging infidelity, claiming that men

The claims were never proved. In fact, Attor- 

ney Laflin Mills for Carter set legal precedent 
when he told®he court: 
“It will not be necessary to establish proofs 
of this woman’s infidelity. We are required only 
to show evidence that she comported herself in 
a manner unbecoming to a faithful wife.” 

The court agreed, awarding custody and the 
divorcee to Carter and sending Mrs. Leslie Carter 
to New York: to carry out her threat to make 
the name a by-word. Kyrle Bellew, matinee 
idol and one of the men mentioned in the divorce 
proceedings, gave her a few lessons in speech, 
showed her a few of the standard gestures of 
the period, and told her about a young man 
named David Belasco. 

“Ts he a big producer?” 

“Not vet.’ Bellew said. “But he will be. 

Belasco was earning $35 a week then, work- 
ing for Producers Daniel Frohman and Henry 
DeMille, but Mrs. Carter found him as remote as 
rovalty when she tried to get an interview.

Pupil and teacher worked 
until dawn every day in cold theatres, she weep- 
ing and smiling by turn; he exhorting, threaten- 
ing, demonstrating. 

The arrangement ended suddenly when Froh- 
man learned the protegee was “that notorious 
Mrs. Carter from Chicago.” 

Belasco was ready. He organized a school 
for stage-struck amateurs, used their tuition 
money to rent a theatre for the instruction of 
his prize student. .

A! the end of two years Belasco decided she 
was ready for her debut and then discovered 
he had no play for her. Paul Potter, who kad 
written “Trilby,’’ was commissioned for the job 
and “The Ugly Duckling” was the result. 
When the men who promised to put up the 
money for the production learned that Mrs. Car- 
ter was going to have the leading role, they 
withdrew their backing because of her history. 
“This is the end,” sighed Belasco. 
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“This is the beginning,” his red-haired star 
said. “With your permission, I will contact a 
friend.” 

The friend, N. K. Fairbanks, advanced the 
necessary funds. “The Ugly Duckling” wasn't a 
success, but it gave Mrs. Leslie Carter recogni- 
tion. A second play, “Miss Heylett,’’ failed. 

David Belasco gritted his teeth and made 
his decision: He would contrive a production 
worthy of his star.. He did. 

“The Heart of Maryland” was out and out 
melodrama of the Civil War, and critics came 
to sneer but stayed to gasp at one scene on which 
Belasco and Mrs. Carter staked everything. 

That was when Mrs. Carter, the Southern 
belle in love with a Union soldier, learned her 
sweetheart was to be executed at curfew. She 
mounted the bell tower, erected on the stage and, 
just in time, jumped and grabbed the clapper of 
the bell, 35 feet above the footlights. 

Her red hair flowing out several feet behind 
her, the star went swinging through the air at 
the end of the noiseless clapper, fulfilling her 
promise that the Curfew Will Not Ring Tonight. 

Belasco and his star were hailed as the great- 
est team in the history of entertainment. Mrs. 
Leslie Carter was proclaimed The American 
Bernharat., 


For three years the production brought fame 


and fortune to the pair. True to her promise, 

the name of Mrs Lestie Carter Was seen on 

billboards, fence pos and even bam not only 
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But it was a success, and it played to packed 
houses in the city where its star had been dis- 
credited as a wife and mother. Meantime, Dud- 
ley Carter, the son whose custody had been 
awarded his father, had given his allegiance to 
his mother. Leslie Carter disirlherited him after 
all family efforts to win back the son had failed. 

After “Zaza’’ came another hit, “Du Barry,” 
starring Mrs. Leslie Carter as a charmer again. 

“I delight in such roles,” she said. “Espe- 
cially when the tour takes us into Chicago.” 

At this, the peak of her career, her income 
was in excess of $1,000 a week——and her expen- 
ditures ran roughly to the same amount. Money, 
she confided sadly, did not seem to stay with her. 

As a successor to “Du Barry,” the team of 
Belasco and Mrs, Carter chose “Andrea.” It was 
a bad selection. Not even the fame of the star 
could save the show and the lean year, after a 
long series of fat seasons, produced friction. 


INALLY, Mrs, Carter walked out of the play 

and then did something even more unforgiv- 
able in Belasco’s code, Ever since thé team was 
formed in 1889, it was tacitly understood the 
star would not marry. The understanding was 
breached when, after her walkout in 1906, .she 
announced her marriage to William Louis Payne, 
an actor, 


“I fought poverty for two years to make 
Mrs. Leslie Carter a star,” Belasco stormed when 
He heard the news. “Take down the sign.”’ 

The signhad been considered a permanent 
fixture on the front of his theatre. It read: 
“David Belasco Presents Mrs, Leslie Carter 
in-— 
The last section Was reserved for the name 
of the current production, 

Belasco continued to develop other stars and 
play a leading part in the theatrical world until 
his death in 1931. In his final illness, Mrs, Car- 
ter phoned and wired him from California, Then 
she announced that he would star her in a new 
play when he recovered, 

Belasco smiled wanly at the 
report and denied it. 

Two years after the split, Mrs. 
Carter went into bankruptcy 
with liabilities of $194,418 and 
assets generously listed at 
$57,678. 3 

“I have not a penny in the 
world,” she sighed. 

Three times later she was to 
make a similar announcement as 
she became bankrupt again. The 
woman who couldn't save money 
when she was earning $1,000 a 
week was a hopeless failure fi- 
nancially when her income was 
cut to a fraction of that sum, 

She kept acting, reviving 
earlier successes and adding 
new plays, but she had pasa 
her peak as a performer and box 
office attraction. Her mood to- 
ward David Belasco was changeable. 

After one failure, she blamed it on “the 
malign influence of that man Belasco.” Another 
time she told Ashton Stevens, veteran Chicago 
critic: 

“Il once was as near Belasco (after the split) 
as you and I are now; but we did not speak. 
And I was sorry, for a while. But now I am 
glad we did not. There's a little altar within 
me in which the David Belasco I knew is en- 
Shrined—and for all the world I would not 


have it changed.” 


js Chicago, her fateful city, she told reporters: 

“IT am going home to California to die. I 
think I am going to die and I hope I am.” 

That was in 1926. Two years later she ap- 
peared in “The Shanghai Gesture,” all thoughts 
of death behind her. She made another come- 
back in “The Circle” in 1934, explaining that 
“the theatre is my church.” 

jut something else happened in 1934. Her 
son, Dudley, died. Mrs. Leslie Carter aged rap- 
idly. She died in Santa Monica, Calif., Nov. 13, 
1937, at the age of 75, with Payne and their 
adopted daughter, Mary Cartes Payne, holding 
her hands. 

They buried her in the Dudley family plot in 
Dayton, where she had@g@learned to recite as a 
schoolvirl, 

She had kept her vow to make her husband's 
name a by-word throughout the world, but he 
had long since ceased to care. . 

She was still a reigning queen of the stage 
when Leslie Carter was declared incompetent 
to handle his affairs. 

They found his body a few months later in 
a gas-filled room. People reading the account of 
his death wondered: 

“Carter, Leslie Carter? Do you suppose 
he's related to the great actress of that name?”

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The Young Girl and Her Ojl 
Heiress “Aunt” Led a Bizarre 
Existence Because of the 
Mystery Surrounding Her Birth

HEN Genevieve Clark Hanna graduated 
from Wellesley in 1903, her classmates 
were amazed at her intellect. The col- 
lege year book, of which she was literary editor, 
called her “a shade shadier at doubting than 
Voltaire’ and said that in socialism, mathe- 
matics and literature she was “‘a worthy descend- 
ant of the great triumvirate, Henry George, 
Euclid and Virgil.” , 

Genevieve returned to her home in Bradford, 
Pa., where her family, amply supported by the 
income from oil properties, had long been in the 
highest social bracket. After her father and 
mother died, leaving her the estate, she dutifully 
nursed an invalid maiden aunt. Bradford rarely 
saw her except for an occasional shopping trip. 

In November, 1920, when she was nearing 
the age of 40, she moved the gunt to a Ssani- 
tarium and registered at a Philadelphia hospital 
as Mrs. John B. Clark. There, a few days later, 
she bore a daughter whom she named Mary 
Elizabeth Clark. 

The management of the estate was put in the 
hands of Thomas B. Wilson, a Bradford attorney 
who eventually became a prominent political 
figure and was elected state senator. Genevieve 
remained-in Philadelphia for four and a half 
vears and. then, resuming her own name, spent 


five and a half years in Williamsport, Pa., where 
Mary was Known as her niece. 

Mary was a precocious child. Genevieve in- 
roduced her to books almost as soon as she 
could talk, and she learned to read at an early 
.ge bv looking over her ‘‘aunt’s” shoulder during 


lassics.

When 

che was nine. although she had never attendet 

choo]. she could talk fluently about ancient and 

modern literature and art, about botany, natural 

historv. metaphysics and a dozen other subjects 
but she had not learned to write.

All the child’s questions were answered— 
except those about her parentage. The truant 
officer was asking questions, too, and in 1930, 
to avoid embarrassment, Miss Hanna and her 
supposed niece moved to a fashionabie New York 
residential hotel, where Mary continued to get 
all of her schooling at home. 

They lived a strange life, filled with operas, 
concerts, plays and books but virtually empty of 
social relationships. Checks came monthly from 
Bradford, and Mary Elizabeth had everything 
she wanted-—except friends. She was an active 
and highly vocal member of the Foreign Policy 
Association, but she knew nothing about asso- 
ciating with her nearest neighbors. 

One of Miss Hanna’s few acquaintances was 
Alexis Rotov, a sho dapper dancer and com- 
edian who lived in the same hotel and who had 


begun hi career with the Russian ballet. 
Retween envavements with various munk ipal 
opera companie and Stage appearances with 
uch stars as D: Kaye, Vera Zorina, Beatrice 
Kave and Jane Withers. Rotov spent So much 
time with the t recluses that he came to be 
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regarde< aimvust as a member of the family. 

A few days before Mary Elizabeth's 21st 
birthday, Rotov quizzed Miss Hanna, 

“Didn't vou tell me once that you were one 
of two children and that your brother was killed 
in 1906?” 

When she nodded assent, he asked: 

“Then how could Mary be your niece?” 

“She isn’t, of course,”’ Genevieve said. “You've 
probably already guessed that she’s my 
daughter.” 

He asked about the father and Genevieve 
told him. She agreed that it was time to tell 
Mary Elizabeth. On her birthday, the wide-eyed 

girl learned the truth of her parentage.

ously ill in 1946, she spoke of changing her will 
to leave Rotov a third of her estate. A new 
testament was drawn up and signed, but it be- 
queathed all her property to Mary’ Elizabeth, 
who said later she had promised to see that the 
dancer received a share. 

Still afraid of the world and refusing even to 
see a doctor, Miss Hanna died that May, Investi- 
gation revealed that the estate, once so produc- 
tive, was hardly solvent. Mary Elizabeth and 
Rotov instituted a protracted series of confer- 
ences between lawyers which finally resulted in 
the acquisition of $75,000—-enough to pay off 
various liens and restore the property to a part 
of its original value. 

Not long after that a rift developed between 
Mary and her close friend. She sued Rotov for 
the return of $2,834 worth of promissory notes 
which she had given him. He recountered with 
a suit. for more than $175,000 for services 
rendered to Mary and her mother and for his 
share of the estate. 

The case came to trial the other day in 
Manhattan... On the stand, Mary was asked: 

“You stated that Thomas B, Wilson was your 
father-——is that right?” 

She said it was, The judge, after hearing 
further evidence, demanded: 

“Did your father embezzle $280,000 from 
your mother’s estate?” 

“Yes,” said Mary Elizabeth, “to the best of 
my knowledge.” 

The litigation was settled by an agreement 
to pay Rotov $11,000. Mary went to school to 
master, among other things, the strange art of 
Writing.

AN a modern woman adapt herself to the 
iron-clad social protocol of the horse and 
buggy age? 

A rebellious group of Congressional wives 
have answered ‘‘No”’ to that question-——and have 
kicked over the social traces in a way that has 
left many of Washington’s tradition-bound dow- 
agers gasping. 

The revolt started recently at a meeting of 
the Congressional Club. An old-timer was ex- 
plaining the rules to the wives: of some 134 new 
Senators and Representatives who had come to 
the Capital for the first time. She started with 
the “imperative” visiting card routine—one of 
Washington's oldest and most rigid conventions. 

“It is an old and pleasant custom,” she said, 
“which was abandoned during the war at the 
request of the White House because of the gaso- 
line and paper shortage, It will, of course, now 
be resumed.” 

She might have noticed the first sparks of 
revolt then. But she went on to outline the 
procedure, 

The first thing each wife must do, she said, 
was to purchase a few reams of cards—-one batch 
for herself, the other for her husband. Then, as 
promptly as possible, she must see that five cards 
were delivered to the guard at the White House 
gate: two of her own cards, one for Mrs. Truman 
and one for Margaret Truman; and three of her 
husband's cards—“one for the President, and one 
each for his wife and daughter. 

She could go in person if she wanted to, but 
she need not do it. The old-timer continued: 

“When leaving the card in person, turn down 
the upper right corner. The card is left flat if 
it is delivered by your chauffeur.” 

There was a ripple of amusement. Chauffeurs, 


indeed. These were busy, modern women. They 
rode street cars, buses and cabs—-or they drove 
their own cars. They took care of their children,

444 NEVER signed anything of the kind !”’ 
| said the wealthy society woman. Yet 
there it was-——her name, apparently in her 
handwriting—at the bottom of a promissory 
note for $40,500. 

When John Linwood Harris, Los Angeles 
examiner of questioned documents, was called 
into the case it looked as if the society woman 
would have to pay. Her farmer business manager 
was suing her for the amount of the note, and 
despite her denial of the document's genuineness, 
it seemed the paper would speak for itself. 

Harris, widely known for his expert testi- 
mony, went to work. He quickly established 
that the signature was valid. But the note 
under a high powered microscope, presented a 
puzzling phenomenon. 

In several places the surface of the paper 
had been minutely scraped or torn. At first this 
appeared to have been caused by a sticky sub- 
stance, although tests showed no residue o! 
anything like that. 

Most puzzling of all was the fact that the 
damage had caused tiny breaks in the ink of the 
signature, while in the body of the note there 
were no breaks. Instead, there was a sort of 
feathering of the ink. 

Harris, who had been employed by the busi- 
ness manager's cautious lawyer, who wanted to 
be sure of his own case, sat back and thought i 
over. Into his mind came the image of a common 
<ilverfish, a voracious little insect well known in 
Southern California. 

At the public library, he read up on the 
silverfish’s habits. He reassured himself that 
it is a vegetarian and sometimes eats paper for 
its starch content. 

He collected specimen of paper damage by 
cilverfish and he saw that the scraped or torn 
patches on these were the same as those on the 
promissory note. 

The conclusion, to him, was inescapable. He 
reported to the lawyer who had engaged him:

O MILLIONS of horse players, the name Jim 

Fitzsimmons means winning Kentucky 

Derbies, Triple Crowns and other rich 
classics of the turf; it means great race horses 
like Gallant Fox and Omaha and Johnstown and 
an unbeaten two-year-old named Diee that 
might have been the greatest of them all. 

But to white-haired Mr. Fitz—called Sunny 
Jim wherever horses are raced—-the champions 
he saddled and all their shining deeds were 
never so dear to his heart as a pair of un- 
knowns that ran for him a half century ayo. 

These unremembered steeds were Elec- 
tro and Poquessing and while they had no 
place in racing’s peerage, the small 
purses they won kept the Fitzstm- 
mons family in sugar and shoes, 

Electro, an ordinary plater, 
was campaigned on small 
tracks in Maryland = and 
Pennsylvania. Poquessing, 

a colt witha. touch of 
class, was eventually re- 
tired and gored to death 
by a bull. 

James Edward Fitz- 
simmons, 75 this year, 
didn’t expect too much 
from racing when his 
career started 65 years 


ral calling. 

The Fitzsimmions home 
had been on the site of the 
old Sheepshead Bay track, in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., and young Jim 
had been around horses as far back 
as memory could take him. 

In the beginning, he ran errands, 
worked in track kitchens and was exercise 
boy and then jockey. It was a rough, riotous 
life. Jockeys risked their thin necks on perilous 
racing strips for as little as $1 a race. 

Fitz rode in zero weather on _ ice-covered 
tracks, in snowstorms and on poorly lighted 
‘Long Island courses. He was often thrown and 
miraculously escaped serious injury. 

“IT often walked my mounts 14 miles from 
Sheepshead Bay to Jamaica,” he said in a recent 


interview, “and back again at night. There were 
no vans then.” . 

He admitted he was no wonder as a jockey 
and left the saddle when he took on too much 
weight. 

He was a stable groom and then-—just 50 
years ago-—-he saddled his first winner as a 
trainer. From then on, his success was_ phe- 
nomenal, His winners ran into the thousands; 
his purse totals were into the millions. 

He became one of the nation’s leading train- 
ers. He conditioned. horses and won stakes for 
such blue chip operators as Belair Stud and 
Wheatley Stable. His mistakes were few. 

As trainer for James F. Johnson, New York 
financier, he once put in a modest bid for a tall 
son of Fair Play. 

“Sam Riddle got the horse,”’ he said, “‘and 
called him Man o’ War. If Mr. Johnson had been 
along I know he'd have let me go higher.” 

Later, Johnson bought Plavfellow, full 
brother of Man o’ War, and sold him to Harry 
Sinclair for $100,000. 

Mr. Fitz said the colt flopped and Sinclair 
sued to void the deal on the ground Playfellow 
was unsound, 

“*“Johnson and I denied this,” recalled Sunny 
Jim, “but Sinclair won his case and Playfellow 
was returned. Johnson never forgave Sinclair 
and named his next three horses Caveat Emptor 
(Let the Buyer Beware), Pettifogger and Poor 
Sport,” 

Mr. Fitz said he always remembered another 
transaction when he got to feeling high and 
mighty about himself. This was the sale of a 
horse to Charleg S. Howard for $8,000—-a horse 
named Seabiscuit that won more than $435,000. 

But for the elder statesman of horse racing, 
whose park bench was a length of white rail in 
the glistening dawn, this was one of only a few 
scattered snarls in the silken skein of triumph. 

Mr. Fitz won the Kentucky Derby three

He won the Triple 
Crown (Derby-Preakness-Belmont) with Gallant 
Fox and Omaha, missing with Johnstown when 
the colt ran fifth in the Preakness. 

According to his own estimate, Gallant Fox 
was his greatest three-year-old; Diavolo and 
Dark Secret his best older horses. He always 
had a special word for Dice. 

This colt won six straight races, five of them 
Stakes, as a two-year-old in 1927. “I never had 
one that measured up to him in speed or power,” 
said Mr. Fitz. 

Dice suffered a hemorrhage after a Saratoga 
workout and was destroyed. 

Mr. Fitz said Gallant Fox was lazy—a trait 
that cost him the Belmont Futuritv in 1929. 
The Fox only did his best till he had distanced 
his rivals. 

He wore cup-shaped blinkers in the Futuritv 
and as usual slowed down when the race seemed 
won. But the blinkers kept him from seeing 
Whichone and Hi-Jack until they had flashed by 
and when he rallied it was too late. ; 

Omaha always fretted before a race. The 
canny Fitz took care of that in the 1935 Derby. 
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on Poorly Lighted Tracks. 
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Omaha, he said, always knew when he was going 
to race by the change of rations the night 
before. 

So Fitz made the ration change every night 
in Derby week and walked him to the paddock 
every morning. On Derby Day, Omaha was 
thoroughly relaxed and ran away from the pack. 

Other mighty thoroughbreds came from the 
Fitzsimmons barn, among them Granville, 
Fighting Fox, Faireno, Apache, Fenelon, Iso- 
later, King Cole, Snark and Vagrancy.

T IS almost four years since the first atomic 
bomb blasted the New Mexico desert, with a 
shock that could be felt 250 miles away :.. 
Almost four years since the second and third 

bombs, dropped by plane on the teeming cities 
of Hiroshima and Nagasaki, knocked Japan out 
of the war overnight. 

In those years, billions of dollars have been 
spent, thousands of scientists have worked with- 
out surcease to make more and better atomic 
bombs—to protect you, your home, your chil- 
dren and your neighbors. 

Every man who works on this project prays 
each day that we may never have to use the 
bomb again in war. He knows that America has 
never started a war-—-has never fought until it 
was wounded, as it was at Lexington and Con- 
cord, at the Alamo, the sinking of the Maine, and 
at Pearl Harbor, 

The hope is that America’s reputation for 
peace, and America’s strength, backed by the 
biggest stockpile of atomic weapons in the wo! 
may prevent another war. 

But, as Russell J. Hopley, director of the 
Office of Civil Defense Planning, said in a report 
last November, we dare not gamble on that hope. 

Recause of that, the Red Cross, which care 
for friends and foes alike, has prepared a stucy, 
in conjunction with OCDP, and.other atomic 
experts, of the things that may be done to spare 
the victims of an atomic blast. 

Here are their findings, so that you may 
know how to help yourself—also, and more to 
the point, so that any enemy may Know how to 
help himself in case his nation should foolishly 
start a war with us. 

* + +” 

T IS a message of hope. An atomic bomb does 
not need to mean the end of everything. 
“Casualties,”” the Red Cross says, ‘can be 

prevented.” 

“Up to 50 per cent of possible atomic bomb 
casualties may be prevented,’’ DeWitt Smith, vice- 
president for Social Welfare Services, American 
National Red Cross, said, “if there is adequate 
advance warning of attack and if the civilian 
population is effectively trained in advance meas- 
ures of self-protection.” 

That was learned by specialists who studied 
Hiroshima after the bomb burst there. 

“The people of Hiroshima were not prepared 
to cope with the destruction visited on them on 
Aug. 6, 1945,” Dr. Norvin C. Kiefer, Medical 
Advisor to the Office of Civil Defense Planning, 
said. “In that city of one third of a million in- 
habitants, some 80,000 persons lost their lives 
and over 80,000 more Were injured, 

“The most common individual reactions were 
hysterical activity or mass flight. Rescue teams 
did not function. For three days there was no 
organized medical aid. No one will ever know 
how nmfany persons needlessly lost their lives,” 

It is estimated, however, that as many as 
20,000 died in Hiroshima whose lives might have 
been saved. Men, women and children bled to 
death from wounds; died from burns, perished 
in blazing wreckage, who might have saved them- 
selves, or have been saved, if they and their 
neighbors had known what to do. 

Mr. Smith declared that “the first principle 
of civil defense is self-help,” and quoted the War 
Department study which, in 1946, said: 

“In the event of another war... it is incum- 
bent upon each individual to protect himself, his 
home and family before calling for aid. To im- 
plement the self-help principle, the populace

In this function—training of individuals

OU cannot, the Red Cross and other planners 

agree, prepare to help yourself by burying 
your head in the sand. You must understand the 
dangers——and limitations—-of the bomb first. 

It might come without warning—-dropped 
from an airplane, carried by a guided missile, or 
planted by spies. 

The immediate area would be transformed in 
a split-second to a flaming center of death and 
destruction, and casualties would result from 
concussion, shock, burns and wounds, injury 
from flying debris and collapsing buildings. 

Added to those ordinary hazards of the bomb 
would be radio-active rays. The most deadly

radiation would come in the fraction of a second 
of the explosion: gamma rays and showers of 
neutrons, which would, in the opinion of the 
Office of Civil Defense Planning, be lethal within 
a thousand yards. 

Beyond that zone—a thousand yards is only 
a rough guess as to its extent—lives could be 
saved: lives of thousands of men, women and 
children. They might be the lives of your fam- 
ily, your friends and neighbors. 

Between three-fifths of a mile and a mile, the 
chance of death from radiation, the OCDP says, 
would be reduced: but extensive damage would 
be done, and many lives lost. Between a mile and 
a mile and a half, radiation would cause many 
non-fatal injuries; but general] destruction would 
bring death to 15 per cent of the people. 

From a mile and a half to two miles, the 
OCDP believes, fatalities would be rare—-and be- 
yond two miles (some say beyond four miles) 
injuries would.be rare or non-existent. 

If there is warning of the attack, you may be 
able to take shelter against deadly radiation. 
arth and rocks, heavy concrete Walls and other 
heavy substances cut off the lethal gamma rays. 
Substances high in hydrogen—-water and paraf- 
fin, for instance shield against neutrons. 


2 UT the greatest chance to save life will come 
“ after the explosion. 
The first necessity is to avoid “contamina- 
tion’ and “contaminated areas” those areas 
and things which contain “radiological hazards.” 
An atomic bomb explosion leaves in its wake 
dangerows radio-active particles—they have been 
called “bomb ashes’’——-which may literally coat 
or “paint” whole areas near the explosion. 
This “contamination” would be at a minimum 
from a bomb exploded in the air. The radio- 
active “cloud” drifting downwind from the ex- 
plosion would be deadly for anyone who flew into 
it--but the OCDP believes that the danger of 
“atomic rain” or “fall-out” from the cloud is 
more psychological than real. 
Contamination would be more dangerous 
from a bomb exploded at the surface, or under 
water. Particularly in the case of an under- 
water explosion, objects in a wide area might be 
covered with a radio-active spray. 
Running water, surface or underground drain- 
age, might spread the contamination. Dust 
particles in the contaminated area might be 
heavy with radio-active materials. 
Radio-active particles may be breathed into 
your body—-they may be swallowed in contam- 
inated food or water; may be inhaled in contam- 
inated tobacco. If you have to be in a con- 
taminated area, a mask over the nose and face 
may keep out some radio-active dust. 
Clothing may become contaminated if you 
walk through a radio-active area; and.must be 
destroyed, Radio-active particles can be trans- 
ferred from.clothes to hands; and from hands to 
mouth as you eat. A handkerchief may be con- 
taminated—-and transfer dangerous particles to 
the mouth or nostrils, 


Hike OCDP summarizes these dangers thus: 
‘The individual should be prepared to take 
the following precautions in order to obtain the 
mgximum possible degree of personal protection 
from radiological hazards: He must avoid des- 
ignated radiological hazards. 
“He must make every effort to avoid bodily 
contamination with radio-active materials and 
must follow the prescribed measures for personal 
decontamination should he have reason to believe 
his body may have become contaminated. 

‘He must exercise every possible precaution 
aimed at prevention of internal radiation hazards 
caused by entry of radio-active materials into 
the body. For example, he would refrain from 
eating or drinking foods and liquids which there 
is reason to believe may be contaminated. would 
refrain from smoking while working in or near 
radiologically hazardous areas, and would wash 
the hands thoroughly before handling food.” 

They might have added: listen to your radio. 
As quickly as possible, the location or areas of 
radiological danger will be determined and 
complete information will be broadcast. 

a + ao 

In cases not immediately fatal, the symptoms 
of radiological “poisoning” would develop within 
three weeks after the explosion. They would 
include a generai feeling of illness or discomfort : 
nausea, impaired blood clotting, and reduced 
resistance to imfection or disease, 
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Transfusions of whole blood are almost the 
only effective means now known of fighting the 
effects of radiation, 

Radiation attacks the bone marrow and other 


organs that produce blood cells. A few days 
after exposure, the formation of red and white 
cells may decrease—or stop. Blood vessels be- 
come weakened, and hemorrhage may result. 


HEN that happens, replacement of the blood 

by transfusions may keep many people alive 
until the cells can resume their job of producing 
blood. Dr. George M. Lyon, chief of the radio- 
scopic section of the Veterans Administration, 
has estimated that, in a single attack, 200,000 
pints of blood would be needed. 

Military authorities say that, if a nation 1s 
to be ready to meet any emergency, it sh uld 
plan against the Possibility of 15 separate atomic 
attacks in a single week—calling for 3,000,000 
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pints of blood, to be dispensed at the rate of 
1,000,000 pints a week. 

That blood could not be gathered 
quantities af¢er an attack. 

While no one expects atomic warfare in the 
foreseeable future, medical authorities say if any 
1ation is to be ready at any moment, blo 
be gathered and stored now. 

Whole blood can be stored for about 18 days.

N TWO thousand years hundreds of bands of 
| Bedouins had wandered past the spot, but this 
group Was more alert-——-or more curious, 

“Look,” the leader said, pointing to a small 
opening high up on one side of the wady, or 
gulch, that led into the Dead Sea_in Palestine. 

There was a brief conference, and then tw 
youths scrambled nimbly up the cliff and disap- 
peared into the aperture. The others followed 
more slowly. 

The interior was dark, but torches soo 
showed they were in a cave which had partiall 
collapsed, blocking the entrance except for t!

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A Recent Discovery in Palestine 
Indicates That The Book of 
Isaiah Hasn't Changed in 20 
Centuries of Copying and 
Translation 


ered cylinders were concealed. 

Excitedly the Bedouins tore the wrappings 
from the cylinders. They were disappointed to 
find only rolls of leather and parchment bearing 
columns of Hebrew characters. 

Hoping for treasure, the disgruntled tribes- 
men actually -held in their hands one of the 
greatest archeological treasures ever discovered 

a cache of ancient scrolls, one of which reveals 
that the Old Testament’s Book of Isaiah hasn't 
changed appreciably in 20 centuries of copying 
and translation. 

There was no doubt that the 11 scrolls 
were old, and the Bedouins cautiously offered 
them for sale in Jerusalem. The library of St. 
Mark's Orthodox Convent in Jerusalem bought 
five, still unsure of their age or value. 

They were shown to Dr. Eleazar Lipa Sukenik, 
director of the Museum of Jewish Antiquities of 
Hebrew University, and to Dr. Millar Burrows of 
Yale University and two other fellows of the 
American School of Oriental Research in 
Jerusalem. 

All agreed that one of the scrolls was a copy 
of the Book of Isaiah, and that the five were in- 
scribed no later than the first century before 
Christ. - Since this was 1,000 years earlier than 
any Biblical text extant, Dr. Sukenik promptly 
purchased the other six scrolls for the university. 

This newly found copy of the Book of Isaiah, 
transcribed by two Hebrew writers from some 
earlier source, is different in only the most minor 
details from the version found in any current 
Bible. One of the copyists neglected to include 
the healing of Hezekiah by a fig poultice, but it 
was inserted in between the lines and down the 
margin: 

“For Isaiah had said, Let.them take a lump 
of figs, and lay it for a plaister upon the boil, 
and he shall recover.” 

The authenticity of the 11 books, inscribed 
on pieces of leather and parchment which were 
sewn into lengths of from 10 to 25 feet, was 
doubted by one authority, but to those who ex- 
amined them they appeared to have belonged 
to a Jewish brotherhood called the Essenes, 
which practiced the strictest asceticism. 

One of the books seemingly outlined the sect’s 
rules for battle, from which comes the following 
ceremonial for celebrating a victory:

“And when they have left the slain to come

to camp, they shall all sing the hymn of retiring. 
In the morning, they shall wash their garments 
_. . and return to their rallying-point, at which 
thev formed their ranks before the slain of the 
enemy fell, and there all of them shall bless the 
God of Israel and exalt his name in joyous 
unison. They shall lift up their voices and say: 
‘Blessed be the God of Israel, who maintains loy- 
alty unto his covenant and testimonies of salva- 
tion unto the people redeemed by Him.’ ” 

One of Dr. Sukenik’s sons is chief of opera- 
tions of the Israeli Army and another, a pilot, 
was killed last year. As he sat in his study, with 
Arab shells falling on all sides, the archeologist 
found himself translating a scroll which de- 
scribed a war between the Jews and the same 
“sons of Ammon” on the same soil more than 
two millenniums earlier. Also on the scrolls 
were “Songs of Thanksgiving,” apparently to 
be récited by the survivors of battle. One said: 

“They shot arrows ceaselessly and flashed 
glances like a consuming fire and their roaring 
was like the roaring of mighty waters. But 
when my heart melted like water, Thou didst 
strengthen my soul in Thy covenant. The snare 
they spread for me caught their foot; the traps 
they hid for me they themselves fell into, whereas 
my foot standeth on level ground. -Before multi- 
tudes, I shall bless Thy name.”’ 

Some of the scrolls are so fragile and stiff 
with age that it will be months before they can 
be completely unrolled. It will be years before 
the entire set is translated and analyzed. 

Although the ancient documents, sealed in 
jars and hidden so carefully in a Dead Sea cave, 
might seem to constitute some sort of time cap- 
sule purposely laid away for posterity, scholars 
say their preservation is due entirely to an old 
Hebrew custom. 

Whenever books or scrolls containing sacred 
writings became too worn for further use, they 
were not thrown away or destroyed, but were 
carefully wrapped and deposited in some secure 
spot where they would be safe from desecration. 
Until the Bedouin discovery, archeologists be- 
lieved that such caches were usually confined to 
secret cells in temples. Now it becomes appar- 
ent that other locations also were utilized. 

When permanent peace has made travel safe 
in the Holy Land, expeditions will doubtless 
search every wall in the wadies surrounding the 
Dead Sea. Other caves may yield even more 
ancient copies of the scriptures, and the roots of 
the holiest book in the world may be traced to 
their very beginnings. °

The opening event in the drama, which soon 
attracted international attention, was the dlis- 
covery of a large trunk about 20 yards offshore 
near the village of Carlascio. Some fishermen 
found it floating in the water on June 10, 1910, 


and upon hauling it ashore saw that it had been 
weighted, insufficiently, with a large stone 
wrapped in a pillow case which had been tied to 
the trunk strap. 

Before a hastily assembled gathering of off- 
cials and policemen, the trunk was forced open 
in the village morgue at Moltrasio, and found 
to contain, wrapped in a sheet, the body of a 
smartly dressed woman whose long silken hair 
partially concealed the contusions on her head 
and face. 

Love letters and photographs, found under- 
neath the body, quickly fixed the victim's iden- 
tity as Mrs. Mary Scott Charlton, a native of 
California and recent bride of Porter Charlton, 
formerly employed as a bank clerk in New York 
City. 

Inquiry soon disclosed that the couple had 
been honeymooning at the lake pending Charl- 
ton’s assumption of a new position in a German 
bank at Frankfurt-on-the-Main. They had been 
staying at the Villa Legnazzi in Moltrasio which 
they had leased through a chance acquaintance, 
a Russian named Constantin Ispolatoff. 

No one had seen either of the newlyweds for 
several days. ' 

Investigators under Police Commissioner 
Alessandro Painini-Finotti discovered that the 
stone used to weight the trunk had come from 
the wall of an aqueduct on the lake shore. 
Indeed. two stones had been removed a Cir- 
cumstance which suggested that a second body 
might still be in the lake. 

At the Villa Legnazzi, a gleaming white cot- 
tage perched on the flower-strewn mountainside, 
the officers found evidence 
that at least one*person had 
been attacked there. 

Constantin Ispolatoff, the 
Russian, fell under suspi- 
cion when it was learned 
that he had been a guest, 
several times, at the villa. 
He protested that he knew 
nothing about. Mrs. Charl- 
ton’s death, or about Charl- 
ton’s whereabouts, but his 
manner became so agitated 
that he was ordered held 
pending further’ investiga- 
tion. 

In America, Charlton’s 
father, Judge Paul Charl- 
ton, an old friend and school- 
mate of President Taft, ex- 
pressed his conviction that 
Porter had also been killed, 
and told reporters he would 
insist that the , lake be 
searched.

At about 5 that Monday afternoon, he had 
been observed at the local post office. He had 
sone to a bulletin board which listed the trans- 
atlantic sailings for that month, and had stood 
‘here studying it for several moments. 

That evening, while it was still quite light, a 
painter named Paolo Butti had gone down to 
the lake for a bit of fishing. While he was 
<tanding on the pier, Charlton had approached 
from the direction of the villa, and engaged him 
in conversation. 
~ “He spoke in English, and I could not under- 
stand him,”’ Butti related. ‘Then he tried to 
‘e]] me by means of gestures. He extended his 
arms and moved them back and forth, like a 
swimmer. I said, ‘No, the water is too cold.’ 


uAt THAT, he consulted a small book, a dic- 
tionary, perhaps, and then asked me if the 
water was very deep. I replied by pointing to 
my fishing pole, and making him understand 
that the water was about twice as deep. 

“Then he walked away from the landing.” 

In America, Judge Charlton offered a reward 
for the recovery of his son’s body, saying, “I 
feel confident that he would never commit such 
a crime.. He was harmless-—-he shrank from 
violence. Nothing could be farther from the 
truth than to say that he was cruel. He was 
not that kind of boy.” 

But the divers found no body, and the

On Wednesday night, June 22, Capt. Henry 
Harrison Scott, of the United States Army, a 
brother of Mary Scott, stationed on Fisher's 
Island off the eastern tip of Long Island, read 
in a newspaper dispatch that the suspect might 
be aboard the liner Deutschland, due to reach 
New York Harbor within a few hours. 

Scott decided to be on hand. 

Obtaining a leave of absence, he proceeded 
to the Connecticut mainland in a small launch, 
boarded a New York-bound train in New London 
at 3:15 a. m., and reached Grand Central Ter- 
minal at 7 a. m. There he learned that he still 
had several hours’ leeway; the Deutschland 
would not dock at its Hoboken, N. J., pier until 
early afternoon. 

As the New York police had no photograph 
of Charlton, and only a meager description, Scott 
waited until the suspect’s recent place of employ- 
ment opened for the day’s business. There he 
gathered a somewhat better description than 
any yet published. 
[N HOBOKEN, Chief of Police Hayes assigned 

three detectives to his service. They decided 
to take a tug and board the ship down the bay, 
before any of the passengers would have a 
chance to go ashore. By.this time it was nearly 
noon, 

En route to the North German Lloyd Lire 
plier where the tug was waiting. Scott saw that 
the Prinzessin Irene had just docked, having 
come from Genoa and other Italian ports. 

He began looking into the stalls where pas- 
sengers were having their baggage examined. 
In the third one he observed a pale, slender, 
boyish-looking young man, whose eyes darted 
constantly about, and whose hands trembled. 

At first, this young man said that his- name 
was Jack Coleman, and that he was on his way 
to his home in Omaha. But he could produce 
no proof, and once his luggage had been opened, 
Porter Charlton broke down and admitted his 
true identity. 

_ Now began an interminable extradition fight 
which was not decided until April, 1913, when 
the United States Supreme Court ruled that the 
accused would have to return and face trial 
Within the jurisdiction of the crime. 
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He arrived back in Italy the following 
November, but his trial at Como did not take 
place until October, 1915. 

In his own defense, Charlton testified that 
Mary “changed completely” once they had left 
for abroad. She became, in effect, a jealous 
maniac who constantly accused him of neglect- 
ing her for other women. He said this situatio: 
became worse with every passing day. 

On the night of June 5, after returning home 
irom the restaurant, she had insulted him and 
reviled him, and told him she would leave him. 
In insulting language, he testified, she had 
‘compared him contemptuously with other men 
she had known, 

“I felt my world crashing around me,” he 
related. “Something in my brain seemed to 
snap. In a frenzy I seized a hammer and struck 
eo <'s 

“I remember sitting on the bed in my shirt 
sleeves. The body was lying near me on the 
floor. I threw myself acro§&s her, calling her by 
the sweetest names I knew, imploring her to 
answer me. 

“It was midnight. I began to grasp the 
horror of what I had done. I cried and sobbed. 
Hours passed which seemed eternities. I thought 
of committing suicide but I did not have the 
strength to do it. 

“Fear of the scandal, the disgrace that this 
would bring to my family, all this made me 
Shudder. I thought ef my father, of Mary's 
brother, of my friends and colleagues. I was a 
murderer! 

“I knew I must get rid of the body at any 
cost. 

“T got the trunk and pwt the body in it. I 
waited the whole day, and during the night I 
carried it down to the lake. . 

“T returned home, exhausted, dejected, ready 
to die... 

“IT put some clothes in two suitcases and 


% 
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he was sorry, because he still loved and adored 
his poor victim,” he said. 

“There were those who hoped that the body 
of Porter Charlton would be found at the bot- 
tom of the lake. It would have been possible to 
ascribe the double murder to the unfortunate 
Ispolatoff. With due homage to the diplomatic 
and consular representatives of the glorious 
United States, who deserve the greatest consid- 
eration and respect, we say today: 

“Better, much better for him, if Porter 
Charlton had sought his death at the bottom 
of the lake to rejoin his poor victim and to ask 
her forgiveness.” 


HESE words moved many women spectators 
to tears. The defendant behind the railing 
hid his faee in his hands and sobbed. 

“There is here no question of insanity,” the 
prosecutor went on. “There is no connection 
between the facts of the crime and the claims of 
science, as the defense would like to show. But 
out of a feeling of exceptional generosity we 
concede a weakness of mind, a concession which 
the defendant does not deserve and which will 
weigh heavily on him for the rest of his life, 
together with the bitter sting of remorse ahd 
the haunting memory of his victim.” 

Defense Attorney Miceli-Picardi insisted that 
“the crime of June 5, 1910, was only the logical 
sequence of andfher crime-——that crime which 
was committed on the preceding March 12 by 
Mary Scott in marrying the inexperienced youth. 
On that day Mary Scott killed the youth, the 
dignity and future of Porter Charlton.” 

Defense Attorney Valtorta had this to say 
to the jury: 

“The love of Porter Chariton for Mary Scott 
was characterized by morbid fascination and 
paralysis of the will. He entirely lacked the 
natural curiosity to know something of her 
former life. The darker side of her character 
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When Its Lid Was Forced Open the Contents Disclosed 
That Blind Infatuation and Jealousy Had Made a 
Deadly Mockery of the Charitons’' Honeymoon 


toward daybreak set off on foot. Soon I got a 
carriage that took me to Como, where I took the 
train for Milan, and finally I reached Genoa and 
the ship. 

“The evening before the ship reached New 
York I decided to throw myself overboard, but 
I could not find the courage.” 

Said the prosecutor: 

‘Porter Charlton killed Mary Scott because 
he was young and she was approaching the 40s 
and the inevitable decline of her beauty. He 
killed her because tomorrow the contrast between 
his careless youth and the woman, fading as 
unavoidably as a flower, would be insupportable. 

“Among the blond tresses of Mary Scott, 
Porter Charlton already discerned the first silver 
threads and the make-up on her cheeks, which 
could not completely hide the first wrinkles of 
approaching middle age. 

“And so he killed her, because he wanted to 
kill her, finding a pretext in his companion’s 
morbidity. He was unable to understand her, 
unable to guide her to the peace and happiness 
of a sensible life. He did not attempt to correct 
her whims, he did not penetrate into the depths 
of this complex soul who was longing to redeem 
herself in a quiet and honorable life, far away 
from the poisonous atmosphere of her mistakes. 

“She wanted to be a mother, and she knew 
well that the world thought of her as the mother 
of Porter Charlton, as of one of those admirable 
American mothers, who, in perfect independence 
and practical common sense, travel all over the 
world, regal in their simplicity and dignified with 
their beautiful gray hair, gracefully carrying 
their years in the company of their fine young 
sons. 

“Mary Scott must have felt this contrast 
hetween semblance and reality. This is the 
explanation of her behavior. Porter Charlton 
did not understand, and the fault is his to a 
great extent.” 

' The prosecutor asserted that if the crime had 
heen the act of an irresponsible person, as the 
defense held, then Charlton’ would have given 
himself up after coming to his senses. ‘He 
would have done so because he repented, because 


which led her to a divorce and a foolish attempt 
at homicide, as the epilogue of a senseless love 
affair, he entirely overlooked or ignored, seeing 
her only through the eyes of illusion, 

“This woman attracted him like a leaf is 
attracted by the wind. She stripped him of all 
his strength, she poisoned him with her insane 
jealousy which had its origin in strange and 
paradoxical associations of ideas. It was a 
jealousy which burst forth at the slightest 
provocation, in fair weather or foul, leading 
to an almost uninterrupted series of tempestuous 
quarrels. 


4eTHE integrity of his former life and the ele- 

ments of his moral personality, as they can 
be observed in Porter Charlton today, separate 
this youthful New York bank employe distinctly 
from the criminal or the criminally inclined. In 
the gradual destruction of his emotional life, the 
constant provocation, the violence of his im- 
pulses, he resembles the type of delinquent who 
acts on the spur of the moment. 

“The crime was nothing but the final violent 
reaction to the insults of his wife, exhausted as 
he was from that long agony of body and soul 
which dated from the unlucky day of his engage- 
ment to Mary Scott. He did not intend to kill 
her. He was not responsible for what he did in 
such a moment of mental aberration. 

“Porter Charlton belongs to an honorable 
family and has been brought up in an atmos- 
phere of the highest moral principles. He is 
simply an inexperienced boy who deserves all 
our indulgence and pity.” 

The courtroom crowd applauded, and the 
jury quickly returned a verdict of “guilty with 
extenuating circumstances.” 

Charlton received a sentence of six years and 
eight months. Because of the time already 
served, and by virtue also of a special pardon, 
he was released one month later, on Nov. 21. He 
vanished into obscurity, and did not again 
figure in the news.
